Cases  of  suppected  violation  of  CPA  price,  rationing  or  other  regula- 
tions or  orders  which  come  to  the  attention  of.  TDIk  branches  and  divi- 
sions in  Washington  will  "be  referred  to  the  Chief  of  the  Oonpli^^ncQ 
Branch,  v/ho  will  transmit  then  to  the  Sinforconont  i^ivision  of  CPA. 


lnfonn.ation  on  cases  of  suspected  violation  of  0?A  orders  discovered 
initially  by  the  field  coiirpliaiico  personnel  or  ropox'tod  to  theia  "by- 
other  Tx)k  personnel  will  "bo  transmitted  directly  to  the  nearest  OPA 
office.    The  Hegional  .^jninistrators  will  assume  general  responsibility 
regarding  such  arrangements,  and  copies  of  all  cormnmi cations  will  be 
sent  to  the  regional  office^    S^jjmnary  infomation  indicating  the  num- 
ber and  charaoter  of  violations  reported  to  and  received  from  OPA  will 
be  prepared  currently,  by  the  Hegional  AdminiGftratcr  for  the  Chief  of 
the  Compliance  Branch* 

ltece£sary  instructions  for  working  cooperation  on  particular  prograF.s 
enbodied  in  the  menorandum  of  understanding  or  supplemental  agreements 
thereto  as  approved  by  the  Director  will  be  issued  by  the  interested 
branches*

In  order  to  lay  the  foimdation  for  cooperation  end  intercbaj?,go  of  infomation 
"betvraen  the  ?6od  Distrilmtion  Administration  ar.d  ths  Cffice  of  Price  Aaxiini--- 
stration  on  all  natters  affecting  complianc©,  the  following  m.snorandijin  of  . 
understanding  iias  "been  reached  "by  "both  agencies: 

(l)  The  Oonplirmce  Branch  of  5^  will  infoi^n  the  iSnforcement  Division  of  CPA 
of  all  cases  of  suspected  violation  of  OFA  price,  rationing,  or  other  re^or- 
lations  or  orders  which  nay  cone  to  its  attention  in  the  course  of  its 
activities  or  oy  reference  fron  conncdity  "branches.    Similarly,  the  Snforcenent 
Division  of  OPi.  will  pass  on  to  the  Compliance  Branch  of  TDk  suirpected  vio^ 
lations  of  ^SDX  food  orders,  relaxations,  or  purcliase  contracts  which  cone  to 
its  attention*    When  infomation  concerning  such  s^aspected  violations  cojues 
initially  to  the  attention  of  the  Washington  office  of  either  ai^ency,  it  will 
be  directly  transmitted  to  the  reciprocating  agency.    Infomation  concerning 
cases  discovered  in  the  field  will  "be  prcnptly  interchanged  "between  the  5^ 
and  OBA  regional  offices,    Except  in  unusi.i?.l  circunstc^tnces,  coanuni cation  shall 
"be  made  in  vrriting,  "briefly  indicating  the  nature  of  the  suspected  violation  and 
the  infomation  given  to  the  reciprocating  agency.    ITecessar:'  instructions  vrLll 
he  issued  hy  the  two  agencies. 

As  an  exa-nple  of  the  interchsngo  of  information,  graders  of  tlie  311b. 
Livestock  and  Meats  Branch  are  likely  to  "becone  amre  of  sales  of  ungraded 
neat,  which  would  be  in  violation  of  Maximuia  Price  regulations  14S,  169,  or 
259,  and  a.lso,  in  many  cases,  violations  of  the  quotas  established  under  Pood 
pist^ri'bution  Order  ITo,  27.    Oases  of  suspected  violation  will  "be  reported  to 
the  JQA  regional  adjninist raters,  and  such  reports  will  "be  iiTLTnediately  trans* 
laitted  to  the  nearest  0?A  office.    Wherever  practi cable,  the  SDA  and  CPA 
'^>«gional  administrators  will  arrange  for  direct  communicr.tion.    Sales  of

(2)  Statietical  and  deeor5.i3tiYQ  matarial  rela.tln^-  to  compliance  .actiTitles 
in  connection  i-dth  cosanodities  in  vlaicli  "both  agencies  are  interested  vill  be 
freely  interchanged*  for  e:<S!iiiple,  the  moathly  processor  aad  wholesaler 

reports  on  processed  foods  required  amder  C9?A  Ila.tion  Order  I^o.  13,  will  "be 
valuable  to  2Tti  in  the .  enforcement,  of  certain  l^ood  Orders,  5?uch  as  ITos,  3,  6, 
16,  .and  17. 

{3)  In  addition  to  the  interchange  of  information,  further  working  cooperation 
"betveen  Sua.  and  OBJL  will  contribute  to  the  efficiency  of  the  coiaplipjice 
actiTitles  of  both  agencies,    Por  exairple,  the  meat  inspectors  and  graders  of 
the  Idvestodc  and  Meats  Branch  of  Txj^  vn.ll  supervise  the  standard  pork  cut 
trimming  in  packing  houses  to  insure  conformance  mth  the  requirements  of 
Maximum  rrice  Hegulation  148.    Cases  of  suspected  violation  will  be  referred 
,  to  the  lElA  regional  administrators  for  reference  to  CPA  in  the  manner  above 
specified,    iThis  action  of  the  meat  inspectors  will  contribute  greatly  to  the 
enforcement  of  the  price  rs^^Jilation  and  will  assist  Wk  in  obtaining  the 
ffiaodlmum  possible  quantities  of  lard  for  military,  lend-lease  and  other 
essential  purposes, 

(4)  Particular  prograjns  will  from  time  to  time  require  the  closest  woi^djig' 
cooperation  between  ZDA  and  CPA,  and  Joint  operational  activities  similar 
to  those  described  above  will  be  worked  out  and  ^bodied  in  agreements  suppler- 
mental  to  this  memorandiam.
